TO 6000 MT GAO SORGHUM. THE CONTRACT (DETAILS FOLLOW SEPTEL) 

HAS BEEN SIGNED BY NEVIN AND IS BEING HELD BY AIDOFF FOR 
POSSIBLE SIGNATURE BY LOCAL FREIGHT FORWARDER IF SO INSTRUCTED. 

3. DIAWARA HAS REQUESTED TEN DAYS TO STUDY POSSIBILITIES OF 
ASSEMBLING A FLEET OF MALIAN TRUCKS AND REACHING AGREEMENT 
AMONG GOVTS OF MAIL. NIGER AND DAHOMEY ON USE OF MALIAN 
TRUCKS TO TRANSPORT SORGHUM FROM PARAKOU/COTONOU TO GAO. 

HE PREFERS TO HANDLE ENTIRE OPERATION HIMSELF ON CONTRACT FROM 
US, AND TO SUBCONTRACT FOR LOCAL SERVICES, SUCH AS CUSTOMS 
CLEARANCES, AS NECESSARY. CONSIDERING COMPLEXITY OF SITUATION, 
DIAWARA'S REQUEST FOR TOME TO WORK OUT DETAILS AND MAKE OFFER 
REASONABLE; ANTICIPATE NO DETRIMEN AL EFFECTS FROM HAVING LOCAL

IS IT LIKELY THAT HE CAN DEILIVER? WHEN HE CLAIMS HE CAN HAVE THE 
PRES OF MALI CONTACT THE PRES OF DAHOMEY TO ELIMINATE POLITICAL 
OBSTACLES, DOES HE HAVE THE POLITICAL WEIGHT, PERHAPS THROUGH
